a ister date. Nevertheicsa, Laszatte stated that the Nenni Socialists favored 
2 provincial, rather than a regional, autonomy, Aa, however, all the other 
italian parties favored a regional autonomy, they would probably withdrew 
their opposition to a regional autonomy, provided proper provision was made 
o guarantee the South Tyroleans' ethnieal rights as formated by the South 
Tyveleans themselves, According to Luszatto, the Christian Democrats would 
advance a proposal denying the Trentiners any form of autonomy, if the South 
Tyroleans insisted on a provincial autonomy. 
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
